22. There 1s a certain hidden Secret 
in our matter, whoſe Work and Virtue is 
perceived, viz. Earth and Water. But 
the other two, viz. Air and Fire, are not 
perceived ; [nec quicquam largiuntur] nor 
can their reſiding place be ſeen no more 
than their Vertue, as in the other two E- 
lements of Earth and Water. 

23. Becauſe in their Iecoftion the Fire 
changes the Coleurs, Lo! By the Grace 
of God thou haft the ſecond Element in 
the Philoſophers Stone, which 1s Black 
Earth, the Crows Head, the Mother, 
Heart and Root of them , Upon which 
Earth, as upon the Ground, all other are 
poured. 

24, Which earthly and dry Element, tho 
in the Books of the Philoſophers going 


by many Names, [as being by ſome called 


Laton, the Bull, Fex nigra, our Braſs or 
e/£s, Our Mony, Black Sulphur, Maſculine, 
Mar, and infinite many others ] yet 1s

25. By ſuch a Privation therefore of 
Humidity, which is cauſed by Sublimati- 
on, the Yolatile is made Fixed, the: Soft

7202s 13 made ; for the cold and moiSF Com- 
plexion 1s converted into Cholerick, and dry, 
becoming alſo Spiritual, CorporedÞ and Li- 
quid, Thick, and fo on the contrary. 

27. Therefore the Philoſophers ſay 
wiſely, when they ſay, the Operation of 
our Stone is nothing'elſe but the permu- 
tation of Nature and Revolution of Ele-

28. For by ſuch an Incorporation we 
change the moiſt and volatile into fixed, 
the ſpiritual into corporeal,and the liquid 
into'thick, the watry.into fiery, and the 
aery into earthly.

I. Ow therefore by the Blefling of 
God, we having finiſhed the Firſt 
Preparation, I will plainly declare the
